No 
one could believe it! We went 
to the top of the Eiffel Tower.

I've never 
seen so many people in my 
life! 
Everyone was packed 


like sardines."

ways pictured with a foaming 
glass in his hand, is credited 
with being the first brewer of 
beer, and a devotee of his dis- 
covery. 


If the meeting would be one 


to celebrate the 100th anniver- 
sary of the progressive brewing 
company, there would be joy of 
course, for a celebration is in- 
variably a cause for two-fisted 
drinking. 


Birth-Date Uncertain 


If the meeting were scholarly, 


however, there would be trou- 
ble. And the trouble would rise 
from the birth-date of the Osh- 
kosh Brewing Company which 
was founded either in 1864 or 
1866. 


It was in one or the other of 


those two years that a Bavarian 
mason August Horn, joined with

named Oshkosh were to meet in

Company which this year an- 
nounces its centennial. 


Gambrinus 
is 
a mythical 


Flemish king who is credited 
with the first brewing of beer. 
Oshkosh, who became chief of 
his tribe in 1827, was a notable 
quaffer of things liquid. 


And Gambrinus, who is al- 


ways pictured with a foaming 
glass in his hand, is credited 
with being the first brewer of 
beer, and a devotee of his dis- 
covery. 


If the meeting would be one 


to celebrate the 100th anniver- 
sary of the progressive brewing 
company, there would be joy of 
course, for a celebration is in- 
variably a cause for two-fisted 
drinking. 


Birth-Date Uncertain 


If the meeting were scholarly, 


however, there would be trou- 
ble. And the trouble would rise 
from the birth-date of the Osh- 
kosh Brewing Company which 
was founded either in 1864 or 
1866.

bottom and a family-type board- 
ing house at the top.

By 1894, however, when the

the Gambrinus Brewing Co 
merged With the Brooklyn or- 
ganization.

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Mr. Reynolds and Taxation 


John W. Reynolds in many respects is 


tn unusual personality among the men 
who have held the high office of governor 
In Wisconsin over the years. His political 
rtyle is a curious amalgam of aggressive- 
ness and humility, a sometimes surprising 
realism and idealistic advocacy of what are 
obviously lost causes, and a skillful adapta- 
tion of propaganda opportunities that 
sometimes appear to run counter to his 
other instincts. 


Friend and foe must share some ad- 


miration for his obdurate insistence upon 
old-fashioned ideals of democracy and fair 
play, as in his literal adherence to civil 
rights goals including the patently difficult 


of open occupancy housing legislation. 


But at the same time he is capable of 


making campaign publicity of the kind 
that would be labeled demagogic if it 
sprang from a man more accustomed to 
raising his voice or possessing more arro- 
gance of manner. 


An example, we think, is his insistently 


deceptive position on state tax policy. We 
have only limited objection to some of his 
exploits in that direction in the past. He 
ran for attorney general, for example, on 
the totally foreign issue of sales taxation 
ind won. He won, quite manifestly, be- 
cause the issue of tax revision was indif- 
ferently understood six years ago, and be- 
cause there was an apparently substantial 
tfloc of voters who agreed with him that 
the sales tax should be avoided if possible. 
I But it could not be avoided. Nor was it 
•voided. Limited sales taxation was started 
under the governor's predecessor, Mr. Nel- 
son. The sales tax was extended under Mr. 
fieynolds. There was no other way, saving 
the raising of already high income tax 
rates that would have given Wisconsin 


front page notoriety in all the economic 
and business reports of the country, to 
accommodate the crushing increase in costs 
of state and local government. 


Now the governor is accusing his polit- 


ical foes of plotting more sales taxation, 
down through food and clothing and the 
basic necessities of life. He knows that is 
not true. But he knows also that the record 
is complex and that the individual citizen 
is unlikely to possess the resources for 
nailing down the details of what happened 
in the tangled legislative proceedings of 
the last year. He knows also that no Re- 
publican, anywhere in Wisconsin, has said 
that he stands for such a program and 
that no candidate of the opposing party 
will do so. He knows that the state now has 
a general sales tax in all except name, since 
about two-thirds of the revenue of a com- 
prehensive tax on sales and services ex- 
empting those which everybody wants 
exempt, is being yielded by his present 
state tax budget. 


An objective analysis of prospective 


state spending demands for the rest of this 
decade said the other day that the income 
tax increase equivalent of those require- 
ments would be 75 per cent. Is that what 
the governor wants? 


The time is past for quibbling about 


sources of taxation. The time has come to 
extract tax revenues from all sources—in 
an equitable balance. The governor knows 
these things. But he is wedded to an obso- 
lete stance. 


Liberals boast about a willingness to 


move with the times. But Mr. Reynolds, 
the titular leader of the organized liberal- 
ism of Wisconsin, adamantly refuses to do 
so on the most important issue in state 
politics.

Why Not Outlaw Clothes? 


- There has been a great deal of publicity 
and not-so-sly humor about the new topless 
bathing suits for women, something that 
was predicted with both enthusiasm and 
dismay a few years ago as the bikini shrunk 
to less and less.

I Of course styles of clothing change 
tfith the years and with the cultures. In 
other times and places the exposure of a 
woman's breasts was commonplace but 
there was seen great evil in the sight of a 
bare ankle. There is not much difference 
In view between the topless suit and the 
plunging necklines popular for the cock- 
tail hour. But perhaps the most revealing 
statement of all concerning the new suits 
was made by a burlesque dancer who op- 
poses the suits but not because of a moral 
stand. "Who will pay to watch a stripper 
now?" she complains.

Summer Schools Grow 


One of the most encouraging trends in 


the educational picture has been the grad- 
ual but generally steady growth of summer 
school programs in the elementary and 
secondary schools of this are?. It is part 
cf a nation-wide trend and it has come 
about for a number of reasons. 


The traditional school year developed 


•.t a time when the United States was pri- 
marily agricultural, and school was recess- 
ed for part of the spring, summer and ear- 
ly fall months to enable youngsters to help 
with planting and harvesting and general 
farm chores. This has obviously been long 
outmoded, even for many farm students. 


But opposition to summer schools, par- 


ticularly among educators, centered around 
the tradition of the lone summer vacation, 
that teachers could not be induced to work 
or student? to attend, that proarams -would 
Interfere with family vacations and that 
schools anyway had to be repaired during 
the summer But as interest and obvious 
need developed, the obstacles have been 
generally overcome. The sizs of enroll- 
ments in the variety of summer programs 
ta the Fox River Valley give ample proof 
that children u-iH attend or at least that 
their parents will see to it that they do. 
Some teachers will agree to teach summer 
courses and somehow or other the build- 
ings are maintained. 


There have been a lot of changes in the 


summer programs Such programs as reme- 
dial reading and arithmetic have been ex- 
panded but many courses of the enrich- 
ment variety have been added. Programs 
tn music, art and the drama which students 
often don't have time to take during the 
tegular school year are increasingly pop- 
alar. There is the opportunity here for 
experimental programs with nothing much 
lost If they turn out to be ineffective.

mothers and fathers increases and that 
the divorce rate zooms? Sex is presented 
as the end-all of existence and when it 
doesn't bring automatic happiness, not to 
mention peace of mind, it is no surprise 
at all that there are serious emotional 
disturbances. 


Fashion experts of course have deplored 


the idea of no bathing suits at all since 
that would cut into their business even 
more than that of the live shows at night- 
clubs. But perhaps the only way for us to 
get things back into perspective is for us 
all to take off our clothes for a couple of 
months during the warm summer. We 
might find out once more that the human 
body is indeed a beautiful creation and 
that sex is but one of the remarkable gifts 
of life.

Tuesday rather than Friday, 
the closing day of the conven- 
tion. 


The latter was urged by top 


political lieutenants of 
the 


President on the ground the 
memorial services on Tues- 
day could be used by support- 
ers of Attorney General Rob- 
ert Kennedy to sway delegates 
to press for his nomination as 
vice president. It was pointed 
out that an estimated 50 per 
cent of this year's delegates 
were supporters of the late 
Ftesident at the 1960 conven- 
tion. 


This possibility was careful- 


ly weighed by the President, 
hut was discarded because an- 
other factor was deemed more 
important — his conviction 
that the convention should not 
wind up on a funereal note.

Start Anew 


It became a part of Sicily- 


like the eternal heat, the blight- 
ing poverty. There was only one 
hope: to leave, to get away, to 
try anew somewhere else. 


That sent Sicilians streaming 


to the United Slates by hundreds 
of thousands at the turn of the 
century when America needed 
labor and there were no immi- 
gration quotas. 


Now America has quotas but 


the outbound tide still carries 
Sicily's life blood away from the 
island. 


8/9 Loss 


In the past five years 300,000 


Sicilians 
packed 
their scant 


goods in pasteboard suitcases 
and took that long train ride to 
northern Italy for factory jobs 
in booming Milan, Turin and 
Genoa. Another 100,000 emignt- 
ed to South America, Australia, 
Switerland, Germany and Bel- 
gium. 


The past decade has cost Sic- 


ily more than 10 per cent of her 
population. Tens of thousands of 
acres are barren. Huge feudal 
estates are going back to waste- 
land for utter lack of farm 
labor. 


Reformers came and went. 


Writer-reformer Danilo Dolci, a 
Sicilian Don Quixote, was ar- 
rested when he led a labor gang 
of unemployed Sicilians out to 
repair state roads, without pay, 
just to prove there was useful 
work for the unemployed. 


Storm clouds of trouble had 


been gathering over the Mafia 
since the end of the war. Mild- 
mannered Don Calogero Vizzini, 
who police say ruled the Mafia 
for years as "chief of chiefs," 
finally died. Internal strife de- 
veloped as regional Mafia chief- 
tains vied with one another to 
take over the top control. 


New Force 


But there was a new and 


deadly factor in the struggle tor 
power. Scores of deported gang- 
sters were coming home to Sic- 
ily from their tough training 
schools in the underworld of the 
big cities of the United Stages. 


The 
old-school 
"respected 


men" of the Mafia dressed In 
black. They were softspoken 
men of deceptively mild man- 
ner and Old World courtesies. 
They did not dirty their hands 
with law-breaking nor violence 
of their own. 


The new school of Madia im- 


ports 
were 
flashy 
dressers, 


tough talkers, and triggered 
their own guns. 


Gang battled gang in bloody 


ambushes 
on 
the mountain 


roads and in pitched gunfights 
in broad daylight in the city 
streets. 


Violent Deaths 


Palermo alone has counted 


560 violent deaths since 19fil, 
most of them attributed to the 
Mafia. Corclone, a town of only 
20,000 perched in the bleak 
mountains 30 miles inland from 
Palermo, had 150 slayings in 
five years. 


The brazen openness of the 


slaughter began to stir demands 
throughout Italy for stern po- 
lice action. 


Last July the tempest broke. 
Mafia killers had been using 


dynamite charges, rigged to the 
batteries of automobiles of rival 
gangs, to wipe them out. 


One such charge—more than 


100 pounds of dynamite—blew 


up while police wer« «xunlitln| 
a car. Seven policemen and two 
garage workers died. In distant 
Rome, Parliament acted. Car* 
binieri, Italy's national police, 
went on a war footing against 
the "Honored Society." 


New Laws 


New laws cut down the pro- 


tection that even omerta had 
always given. Police were em- 
powered to hold suspects almost 
indefinitely on open charges. 
Courts were authoried to ex- 
ile men even suspected of being 
Mafia leaders. Permits to car- 
ry firearms were canceled. 
,

By the end of May this yean, 


450 remained under precaution- 
ary arrest, 947 had been official- 
ly warned that police weri 
watching them, 117 were placed 
under orders to report their 
whereabouts and activities to 
police each week, 59 had beea 
exiled outside Sicily, and 447 
others awaited court decision 
on possible exile. 


Many were small fry. But po^
